BOSTON — Almost a year af- 
ter MGM Resorts International 
submitted its Phase I application 
concerning its legal and financial 
background to the Massachusetts 
Gaming Commis- 
sion, and days after

Editor’s Note: In keeping with our an- 
nual tradition of looking back at the news 
generated throughout the year in a special 
“Year in Review” edition, we’ve opted to 
split the calendar year into two six-month 
sections, the first of which ran Dec. 19. 
Below, please find the news items that cap- 
tured your interest from July through De- 
cember. 

s 2013 progressed, the uncertainty in 

the town continued, from the fate of 
both the West Springfield and Springfield 
casino proposals to the results of the town 
election. A number of special projects 
within the town — including the creation of 
a dog park and the rehabilitation of the his- 
toric School Street Barn — were also kept at 
the forefront of discussions. 


July 

Agawam School Superintendent William 
Sapelli understands, supports, and effec- 
tively advocates for the needs of students, 
teachers and administrators — just a few 
of the reasons why he received an overall 
evaluation rating indicating he meets a “rig- 
orous experienced level of performance.” 
The school committee voted unanimously 
at its June 26 meeting to approve an overall 
rating of “proficient” in a redesigned — and 
more comprehensive — evaluation process. 
The overall rating was derived from indi- 
vidual performance ratings by each com- 
mittee members. 

The National Weather Service confirmed 
that severe weather that rolled through 


town July 1 was a microburst. According to 
the NWS, two areas of town were struck 
by storms and both included straight line 
wind damage. The first was in the area of 
Harvey Johnson Drive where several trees 
were down, a few on houses. The more 
significant area of damage occurred in the 
area around Meadow Street, where 40 to 50 
trees were uprooted and six to 12 vehicles 
were crushed. 

FL. Roberts, which operates the Main 
Street Mobil station, withdrew without 
prejudice a petition to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals to amend an existing special per- 
mit in order to be open for 24 hours. The 
withdrawal came after neighbors expressed 
concerns about noise and lighting during

the board’s meeting June 24. 

An Agawam woman and her 6-year-old 
daughter who were reportedly trapped in 
Brazil after their passports were taken and 
they were placed on a no-fly list, announced 
that a Brazilian judge ordered the return of 
their passports July 10. Shauna Hadden and 
her daughter, Ava Machado traveled to Bra- 
zil in May to visit with Ava’s father who 
was deported from the United States to Bra- 
zil in 2010. In May, Hadden decided to take 
Ava on a trip to visit her extended family 
in Brazil. Two weeks into her three-week 
visit, the federal police in Brazil showed up 
with a court order to confiscate Ava’s pass- 
port and took Hadden’s as well.

Wildlife artist on display 


For the month of January, the display on 
the Gallery and Lower Level Walls will be 
the artwork of Pat Morris. 

Morris is a wildlife artist, native of the 


state of Connecticut. She began her art ca- 
reer in the 1970s, focusing mainly on pet 
portraiture. By 1980, she was also painting 
wildlife, in particular the wolves that she 
had come to know in her association with a 
wolf ambassador program in Connecticut. 
She has continued through the years to en- 
joy the challenge of the depiction of animals, 
both wild and domestic, in her artwork. She 
works primarily in pastel but also enjoys 
acrylic and oil paints and drawing with pen- 
cil or silverpoint. She is a self-taught artist; 
her ability to “capture” life on paper, feath- 
ers, birch bark and other canvases is a hum- 
bling gift. Nature provides her with not only 
her inspiration, but also its own canvases. 

She has exhibited in the last 25 years in 
art shows throughout the Northeast and is 
the president of the Tobacco Valley Artists 
Association and a member of the Academic 
Artists Association. In 2010, she completed 
eight 8’ x 8’ murals depicting the town of 
Stafford Springs, Conn. in the early 19th 
century. In August 2011, she completed two 
7 x4 murals for the Somers Volunteer Fire 
Department. In August 2013, she completed 
a 12’ mural of a Cape Breton landscape in 
Nova Scotia, Canada. 

Her inspiration is drawn upon a lifetime of 
observation in the woods and natural areas 
of New England and beyond, where she has 
been fortunate enough to catch glimpses of 
the wildlife that find their way into her paint- 
ings. The balance and harmony of the natu- 
ral world brings more ‘rhyme and reason’ 
to her world and evolves at her easel.

We raise them 
a lump of coal 


efore anyone gets too excited upon 
B reading that headline, you may rest 

assured that we are not referring to 
any group or individual within the border 
of Agawam. Rather, we have reserved that 
lump of coal these holidays for the stockings 
of the Massachusetts Gaming Commission, 
who at presstime had still not announced 
whether or not they have found MGM Re- 
sorts International — an entity that hopes to 
build a resort casino in downtown Spring- 
field — suitable to do business in the state 
from a financial and legal perspective. 

This, after Agawam and other surround- 
ing communities like Wilbraham and Lud- 
low, were forced to sign surrounding com- 
munity mitigation agreements to protect 
themselves without even knowing whether 
or not the casino giant had passed muster 
with the decision-makers on high on Beacon 
Hill. And even people within other Western 
Massachusetts towns — like Palmer or West 
Springfield— have questioned whether they 
could be faced with another casino proposal, 
after casinos proposed in both towns were 
narrowly defeated at the polls in this fall — if 
MGM is rejected and the statewide bidding 
process for applications is reopened once 
again. 

Yes, Western Massachusetts, there is a 
Santa Claus, and he left us a nice big box of 
uncertainty under the tree this year. 

As this page has stated before, we can 
appreciate that these investigations by the 
gaming commission’s Investigations and 
Enforcement Bureau (IEB) are unprecedent- 
ed in the Commonwealth and as such, were 
bound to take longer than originally antici- 
pated (investigations were initially projected 
to be done in June). Karen Wells, the director 
of the IEB, recommended MGM be found 
suitable earlier this month, with several con- 
ditions related to ongoing business practices 
at the company. But investigations taking a 
long time is one thing. The bigger insult is 
that representatives of the gaming commis- 
sion, such as Ombudsman John Ziemba and 
General Counsel Catherine Blue have sat in 
on regional meetings and reacted with dis- 
dain when local leaders requested additional 
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time to prepare themselves. And yet, they are 
bumping the Phase I process so close to the 
Phase II, site-specific application, that they 
are truly making a mockery of the timeline 
they consider so sacrosanct. Why should the 
business interests of casino applicants be so 
much more important than the concerns of 
the communities that are allegedly to be pro- 


tected by this process? 

One doesn’t have to be a political in- 
sider to see what’s going on. The gaming 
commission, while “boldly” standing up to 
the criticisms of our local communities, is 
tripping over itself to please its masters in 
the Legislature to bring casinos (really any 
casinos) into being, even after a number of 


communities have already rejected them. 
The gaming commission often relates corre- 
spondence it receives through its website at 
its public meetings; we would be delighted 
if they received numerous communications 
calling them out on their hypocrisy. 

But we may not have enough coal to ac- 
count for that.

have to chuckle sometimes at just how questions make it to 

me. This particular inquiry came through my friend Eva, 
but was asked by Patty, another friend who didn’t have my 
phone number. You see, Patty has a Christmas cactus that 
doesn’t look very “happy.” For that reason I thought it might 
be a good time to go over the culture of this very popular 
Holiday plant and in the process perhaps the pointers will 
help her out. 

Before attempting to grow any indoor plant I always find it 
interesting to learn about its original environ. The Christmas 
cactus (Schlumbergera bridgesii) is an epi- 
phyte, native to South America where it hap- 


months! Just prior to bud set it will rest again but this time 
the soil shouldn’t dry out completely. 

Fellow gardeners often wonder when and if the Christ- 
mas cactus ever needs to be repotted. They do like to be 
somewhat pot bound, but if the plant has been growing in 
the same container for a number of years its soil is likely 
exhausted of nutrients. Repot by gently teasing away some 
of the soil from the plant’s roots. Replace it with the new soil 
mixture. Choose a pot that is a single size bigger than the ex- 
isting root ball, or reuse the old pot. One mention of potting 

soil: Christmas cactus preferS a mix that 
is fertile but well-drained. Consider adding

ing window is best. It is fine to put the plant write and I do nothing special to get it to 


outdoors during the summer, but be careful 
for bright sunshine; it can burn the leaves. I 
have had good luck placing it under the shade 
of a tree. When night temperatures begin to dip 
into the forties it is time to bring the Christmas 
cactus indoors. Gradually acclimatize the plant 
to its winter home by increasing the number of 
hours spent inside each day otherwise it may 
struggle a bit while getting used to its new sur- 
roundings. 

Many people hear “cactus” and automatically 
assume that the plant is drought tolerant and can 
go for extended periods without water. As far as 
the Christmas cactus is concerned this is only 
partly the case. Yes, its leaves are succulent and can retain 
a fair amount of water, but no, it is not a true cactus. Like 
most other indoor plants it should be watered when the pot- 
ting soil is dry to the touch. Sufficient moisture is especially 
critical in the spring when it begins its growth and in the fall 
once its buds are set. A diluted amount of liquid fertilizer 
can be added then as well, especially if the soil hasn’t been 
refreshed in many years. When the plant is done flowering it 
will go into a period of rest - in fact you will notice that the 
soil rarely dries out. It may not need water for almost two 
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flower. Two environmental factors are re- 
sponsible for flowering, the first being tem- 
perature and the second, light. If tempera- 
tures at night range between fifty-five and 
sixty degrees for a six week period the plant 
will set buds regardless of day length. If tem- 
peratures run higher than that, 13 hours of 
uninterrupted darkness will bring about buds. 
Simply put the plant to bed each night from 
6 p.m. to 8 a.m. until buds form. My luck has 
been temperature related; because I leave the 
plants outside until early fall its temperature 
requirements are met and I am delighted with 
blooms come Christmas time. If your plant 
sets buds and then drops them prior to full bloom it is like- 
ly due to overwatering or exposure. For this reason keep it 
away from drafty windows, doorways or radiators. Good 
luck Patty; I hope this helps!

in recent weeks, and at a Dec. 9 suitability 
hearing for the initial MGM application at 
the Boston Convention and Exhibition Cen- 
ter, Karen Wells, the director of the gaming 
commission’s Investigations and Enforcement 
Bureau, recommended that commissioners 
vote to formally find the MGM application 
suitable, with a number of conditions. Those 
conditions included the resolution of ques- 
tions surrounding individual qualifier Vincent 
Barletta, a principal in Rolling Hills Estates 
Realty Trust along with David Callahan, that 
previously had sought a casino in Brimfield; 
the satisfaction of the gaming commission that 
MGM had effectively remedied internally the 
dilemma caused by the continued consulta- 
tion with longtime MGM Board of Directors 
member Terry Christensen, who New Jersey 
regulators demanded resign after being con- 
victed of federal wiretapping charges in 2006; 
and assurances that its operations in Macao, 
China were free of questionable business ac- 
tivity that may be permissible in that venue 
but not necessarily in the U.S. 

“On the basis of the investigation to date 
and as supported by the findings of fact as 
described herein, the IEB advises the com- 
mission that based on the criteria listed in the 
gaming laws and regulations in Massachu- 
setts...it has not discovered any disqualify- 
ing factors that would necessarily preclude 
the applicant from being issued a Category | 
[resort casino] Gaming License,’ wrote Wells. 
“However, the IEB recommends that the de- 
termination of suitability be subject to the 
recommended conditions...the IEB is only 
providing a recommendation and the final 
determination of suitability rests within the 
commission’s sound discretion.” 

At the Dec. 9 hearing, the testimony for 
which extended into subsequent days in Bos- 
ton, both James Murren, chairman and CEO 
of MGM Resorts International, and Roland 
Hernandez, lead independent director on the 
board of directors, took responsibility for er- 
rors in judgment related to the Christensen 
matter. 

“When this came to light, we, along with 
many other companies, were dealing with the 
recession and fighting against bankruptcy,” 
acknowledged Murren. “In that context, it 
was our belief that Terry Christensen had a 
great deal of institutional knowledge of the 
company that we did not want to lose. Hav- 
ing said that, I believe that as a member of 
the board at the time, I could have done more 
and I believe I am a better CEO because of the 


experience.” 

And Hernandez said that while a number of 
red flags should have gone up about the con- 
flict of interests present in Christensen’s rela- 
tionship to other board members, he said that 
through the work of himself and others on the 
compliance and audit committees, as well as 
a revamped code of conduct at the company, 
he did not believe such legal problems would 
arise in the future. 

“There were clearly errors in judgment 
on the part of members of management,” he 
said. “I was proceeding on the belief that his 
involvement was limited in scope. And on the 
heels of that situation, where clearly there was 
a communication breakdown, there have been 
specific changes related to the governance of 
the company, and counseling about legal mat- 
ters given to members of the board.” 

Commissioner Bruce Stebbins asked if the 
revamped code of conduct was reviewed by 
everyone in the company, and Hernandez an- 
swered in the affirmative. 

And Commissioner James McHugh and 
others asked what assurance the commission 
and those observing the situation that such a 
situation would not happen again. 

“Remedial steps are only as good as the 
people who enforce them,” said McHugh. 

Hernandez said he agreed but that he regu- 
larly meets with Murren on governance issues 
and there is more effective, in-person commu- 
nication among various interest in the com- 
pany presently than there was when the Chris- 
tensen story broke in the Wall Street Journal 
and the New York Times, among other media 
outlets, back in 2009. 

And late in the day on Dec. 9, Murren is- 
sued a formal statement that said they were 
pleased with how the gaming commission’s 
review was playing out. 

“We were very pleased today to follow up 
on the Massachusetts Gaming Commission’s 
extensive suitability investigation and detailed 
report with direct, honest and forthright discus- 
sion about MGM Resorts’ responsible busi- 
ness practices around the world,” he said. “I 
hope my testimony reflected how proud I am 
of our company and how willing we have been 
to work cooperatively with the commission 
throughout this rigorous licensing process.” 

The extensive discussion surrounding 
MGWM’s business dealings were, in many re- 
spects, a far cry from the relatively brief hear- 
ing surrounding Mohegan’s Palmer proposal, 
which Wells said had uncovered no major 
legal or financial issues, back in October. Mo- 
hegan, of course, is now seeking to build a 
casino at Suffolk Downs.

City of West Springfield officials signed a host community 
agreement between the city and Hard Rock Hotel & Casino 
New England to build an $800 million casino project on 
Eastern States Exposition grounds. The agreement includes 
an annual payment to neighboring communities, including 
Agawam. 

Condo owners are looking to the town to help them take 
out the garbage, and one Agawam City Councilor is look- 
ing to provide a satisfactory resolution to the question of 
removal of solid waste at condominiums. Councilor Cecilia 
Calabrese, chair of the community relations subcommittee, 
said she thought the issue was one “of simple fairness.” To 
help condo owners, Calabrese started drafting a resolution to 
be sponsored by the community relations subcommittee to 
create a line item to reimburse local condo associations for 
the cost of solid waste removal. The agenda will be placed 
on a future council agenda. 


Agawam resident Shauna Hadden and her 6- 
year-old daughter, Ava Machado, are trapped in 
Brazil after their passports were taken by Brazil- 
ian authorities. 


August 

The historic red barn at the entrance to School Street Park 
will not be restored using state grant funds, but that does not 
mean the project won’t move forward at some point in the 
future. In July, town officials learned that the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission denied a $100,000 grant applica- 
tion for the barn. The city council had approved spending 
$315,000 of Community Preservation Act funds to preserve 
the barn contingent upon the receipt of the MHC grant. The 
$415,000 total would have paid for a new foundation, fram- 
ing on the first floor, new siding/insulation, new roofing, ex- 
terior doors and windows, and a handicap accessible lift. 

In the wake of the recent Springfield casino gaming refer- 
endum, Agawam officials are preparing for a possible MGM 
casino across the river. The referendum held July 16 received 
support from 58 percent of voters. 

While one city councilor expressed a desire to revisit the 
tabled Southwest Area Sewer Project discussion, other coun- 
cilors were hesitant to delve back into the matter, saying it 
would send a mixed message to people in the affected areas. 
Councilor Robert Rossi requested a council subcommittee 
meeting be scheduled to look into the possibility of moving 
forward with a revised Phase 2, which he estimates could 
cost half of the original proposal and would stop at Barry and 
Pine streets. But Councilor Gina Letellier said she thought 
scheduling such meeting would be “sending a mixed mes- 
sage to the people hoping to get sewers.” 

State Sen. Michael Knapik, R-Westfield, announced his 
resignation from the state legislature to take a new position 
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with Westfield State University. Knapik, who has served 10 
terms in the Senate, will become the executive director of 
university advancement. 

State health officials are advising visotors of Six Flags 
New England who may have come into contact with a skunk 
at the amusement park to call the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health. Anyone who visited the park and was bit- 
ten or scratched by a skunk between July 21 and July 31 may 
have been exposed to rabies. One woman reported that she 
saw a group of skunks July 31, one of which approached 
and bit her in the foot. It was submitted o the Hinton State 
Laboratory Institute and tested positive for rabies. 

After losing out on Community Development Block Grant 
funding multiple times in the past, officials in Agawam an- 
nounced that the town has been awarded $73,977 in CDBG 
money, which it will share with the town of East Longmead- 
ow. The money will be used to rehabilitate low and moder- 
ate income housing in North Agawam, design sidewalk im- 
provements along a portion of Springfield Street, conduct an 
accessibility study of public buildings, and make improve- 
ments to housing owned by Agawam Housing Authority. 

The city council voted in favor of creating a new zoning 
designation that one local developer said could help the town 
by not age-restricting multi-family housing developments. 
Like the A-5 zoning designation, the A-6 zoning amendment 
would limit the number of housing units per acre to 2.5 and 
allow individual buildings to contain no more than two hous- 
ing units, but without the age restriction. The council voted 
8-0 for the new designation. 

An ordinance to create an emergency shuttle service in 
town hit a temporary roadblock when city councilors opted 
to table the discussion pending more information. The ordi- 
nance, which the council has been deliberating since May, 
would establish a 10-year memorandum of understanding 
for emergency transportation between Agawam and the Pio- 
neer Valley Transit Authority. In the event of an emergency, 
it would allow Agawam to request PVTA to provide vehicles 
and vehicle operators to assist in the evacuation of schools, 
daycare centers, nursing homes, hospitals and other facili- 
ties. But while some councilors supported the resolution, 
others questioned what it could potentially cost the town. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen and school Superintendent 
William Sapelli said they expect the Massachusetts School 
Building Authority to reject Agawam’s application to be- 
come eligible for construction funds for Agawam High 
School. The original portion of the high school is nearly 60 
years old; built in 1955. Additions were made in 1961, 1980, 
1997, and 2001. 


September 

Although town officials have held their cards close to their 
chest when it comes to a casino in West Springfield, the city 
council will likely vote to pass a resolution opposing the 
proposed facility. A copy of the resolution will be sent to 
the Massachusetts Gaming Commission as well as the state 
senator and state Rep. Nicholas A. Boldyga, R-Southwick. 

Ever since condo residents complained to city councilors 
earlier this year that they felt like “second class citizens” 
with regard to solid waste removal at their residences, the 
city council has been working to bring about some sort of 
resolution. At the helm is Councilor Cecilia Calabrese, who 
suggested a line item within the Department of Public Works 
budget. But Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen and Assistant 
Solicitor Patrick Toney have taken exception to the way the 
resolution is worded.

If fundraising efforts pan out, the YMCA of Greater 
Springfield hopes to open a new wellness and program cen- 
ter in Agawam as early as next spring. According to repre- 
sentatives from the YMCA of Greater Springfield, the Aga- 
wam Project Committee and the YMCA have raised about 
$266,000 and hope to start building renovations to the pro- 
posed site at Agawam Towne Plaza with $325,000. 

Smooth was the operative word for Agawam’s opening 
day of school when nearly 4,000 students in grades 1-12 re- 
turned to class Sept. 5. 

A motorcycle operator was critically injured after a crash 
on Mill Street in the area of Route 57 around 6 p.m. on 
Saturday, Sept. 7. The victim was treated for apparent seri- 
ous injuries until paramedics arrived to transport him to the 
Trauma Department of Baystate Medical Center, where he 
was listed in critical condition. 

A Stoughton man indicted on manslaughter charges for 
the May crash that killed 20-year-old Agawam native and 
Curry College student Evan Bard appeared for his superior 
court arraignment. Sean Jackman, 24, is facing charges of 
motor vehicle homicide and manslaughter after he was in- 
dited by a Norfold County grand jury in June. Following his 
superior court arraignment Sept. 4 — during which Jackman 
pleaded not guilty — his bail remains at $25,000. He is to 
remain under house arrest and will be required to submit to 
random drug and alcohol screenings. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen will run unopposed in the 
November election after one mayoral candidate submit- 
ted phony signatures to the town clerk’s office. According 
to meeting minutes from the Sept. 12 Board of Registrars 
meeting, Town Clerk Richard Theroux presented an objec-

tion to nomination papers submitted by Walter A. Meissner 
III because of a series of names that appeared to be in similar 
block-letter form, no signatures, with precinct numbers. He 
was able to obtain eight affidavits from people who came 
forward and said that they did not sign the petition. 

The town of Agawam has been chosen by the Stanton 
Foundation to receive a grant for the proposed Agawam Dog 
Park. The grant will provide 95 percent of the hard construc- 
tion costs for the park, a total budgetary cost of $245,209, 
whch was based on the conceptual design by Peter Wells of 
the Berkshire Design Group. The remaining percentage will 
be raised by the Agawam Dog Owners Group (ADOG) and a 
town match from the Community Preservation Act. 

The track and field at Agawam High School — which has 
long been in a state of disrepair — is being targeted for Com- 
munity Preservation Act funding to create a master plan for 
its rehabilitation and restoration. The council will discuss a 
resolution to appropriate $20,000 in funds from CPA at its 
next meeting. 


October 
A resolution asking the city council to borrow $6.3 mil- 
lion for the North Westfield Street Water Main Improvement 
Project has raised more questions than it answered. At the 
council’s Sept. 16 meeting, Councilor Gina Letellier ques- 
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tioned why the water rates would almost double — from 
$1.36 to $2.05 — when a wastewater and water retained earn- 
ings account contained almost $4 million and free cash to- 
taled almost $7 million. “I would like to see more money 
used to decrease the borrowing amount and to see if there’s a 
way to use some of that money to offset these rate increases,” 
she said. 

Residents of Agawam can rest assured that they live in one 
of the safest communities in the country, at least according 
to a recent crime report that ranked the town number 11 on 
the list of 100 safest cities in the United States. Neighbor- 
hoodScout announced in September that after an analysis of 
FBI crime statistics, Agawam placed 11th, up from number 
25 in 2012. 

A first-term city councilor will challenge a seasoned leg- 
islator on election day Nov. 5, to take the vacant state Senate 
seat in the Second Hampden Hampshire District. The seat 
was previously held by Mike Knapik. State Rep. Donald 
Humason, R-Westfield, easily defeated Holyoke Director 
of Veterans Services Michael Franco to win the Republi- 
can nomination on the ballot. The vote was much larger and 
much closer in the Democratic primary, as first-term city 
councilor David Bartley defeated Easthampton Mayor Mi- 
chael Tautznik.

At the Oct. 3 planning board meeting, neighbors of the 
site of the condominium development proposed by the 194 
South St. Limited Partnership made their case that the board 
should not remove the age restrictions from the approval it 
extended in 2008 for that development. Five years ago, the 
board aapproved site plans for a 60-unit housing project on 
24 acres with an A-5 (age restricted) zoning designation. 
Earlier this year, developer Mark Benoit approached the 
city council to create a new zoning designation in order to 
construct the condos without the age restriction. In response, 
the council created a new zoning designation known as A-6, 
without the age restriction. 

The city council unanimously voted to move forward with 
plans for the Agawam High School track and field facility 
during its meeting Oct. 9, when it approved a resolution ap- 
propriating $20,000 in CPA funding for the creation of a 
master plan for the rehabilitation and restoration of the fa- 
cility. 

A 13-year veteran of Agawam Police Department has 
been placed on paid administrative pending the restult of 
an inernal investigation after he was arrested for allegedly 
assaulting his wife. According to court documents, Paul 
Chenevert, 47, a resident of Feeding Hills, was arrested at 
his home shortly before 1:30 a.m. Saturday, Oct. 5. He was 
charged with domestic assault and battery. He appeared in 
Westfield District Court for arraignment Oct. 7 and was re- 
leased on his own recognizance. His next scheduled court 
appearance is Dec. 20.

of Evan Bard, who was killed earlier this year in a car accident. She was remembered at the Aga- 
wam High School home football game against Commerce. 


Two people were hospitalized with what police called non 
life-threatening injuries after a car struck a pedestrian on 
Meadow Street in Agawam during the early morning hours 
of Oct. 12. The vehicle that struck the pedestrian then report- 
edly hit a tree. 

Thanks to the efforts of a dedicated group of volunteers 
— as well as a unanimous vote from the city council — the 
town is one step closer to having its own recreation area for 
dogs and their owners. The Agawam City Council voted 11- 
0 to approve $14,145 in Community Preservation Act funds 
for the creation of a dog park at Shea Field during its meet- 
ing Oct. 21. 

A Sunoco convenience store located in the center of Feed- 
ing Hills was robbed during the early morning hours of Oct. 
19 when a man entered the store and reportedly directed the 
clerk to open the cash register. The individual did not bran- 
dish a weapon but kept his hand in his pocket during the 
robbery suggesting he had one, police said. He fled the store 
with an undisclosed amount of money as a passenger in a 
small silver car. 

The residents embattled in a bitter zoning dispute with the 
town over their right to have goats on their property may also 
face another battle: noise complaints from neighbors about 
roosters allegedly kept on the property. Alan and Suzanne 
Griffin of North Street were ordered by a housing court 
judge to remove their goats by Oct. 27 or the town would be 
allowed to remove them. And at a Oct. 9 city council meet- 
ing, one neighbor complained about roosters he said were 
disrupting his family by making noise from 3:30 to 6 a.m. 
Griffin, however, said he has never received a complaint 
about roosters because he doesn’t own roosters; he owns 
chickens. 

The 10 goats at the center of the legal dispute between 
Alan J. Griffin and the town of Agawam have been removed 
from he North Street property, but Griffin said the battle is 
far from over. He maintained that the town had no right to 
force him to remove the goats from his property and sug- 
gested impropriety on the part of Agawam Associate Solici- 
tor Patrick M. Toney, whom Griffin said “went and talked to 
the judge ahead of time about my case.” But Toney rejected 
that allegation, stating that he “denies ever speaking to the 
judge.” 


November 

Across the region, voters packed into polling locations to 
cast their ballots on Election Day, but in Agawam, the voter 
turnout was lower than expected. While Town Clerk Richard 
M. Theroux originally estimated a 40 percent voter turnout, 
only 27 percent of registered voters took to the polls. 

After a whirlwind campaign that lasted just 12 short 
weeks, State Rep. Donald Humason, R-Westfield, defeated 
Holyoke City Councilor David Bartley in the special elec- 
tion for a new state Senator in the Second Hampden and 
Hampshire District. 

Police are looking for the public’s help in identifying a 
suspect following a shoplifting incident at CVS on Silver 
Street Nov. 3. The suspect reportedly got into a brief struggle 
with a female customer before fleeing the area in a small 
white vehicle. 

A crowd of veterans and civilians gathered Nov. 11 at Vet- 
erans Green to honor and remember the men and women 
who have served — and continue to serve — their country in 
the Armed forces. The annual Veterans Day Ceremony, or- 
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ganized by the Agawam Veterans Council, attracted a crowd 
of more than 50 people, including local and state politicians 
and members of American Legion Post 135 in Agawam. 

Cynthia and Bob Olson of Feeding Hills were honored as 
“Fans of Steel” at Daytona International Speedway in Day- 
tona, Fla., for their more than three decades as race ticket 
holders. 

With nearly 42 years as a law enforcement officer under 
his duty belt, Agawam Police Chief Robert Campbell an- 
nounced that he is set to retire in January. Campbell, a life- 
long Agawam resident who started his career on APD as a 
patrolman March 4, 1973, has been at the helm of operations 
there for over 19 years. 

In a move that surprised even local planning officials, the 
Massachusetts Department of Revenue released the Commu- 
nity Preservation Trust Fund distribution amounts for each 
CPA municipality, and will award a 52.23 percent match to 
all CPA communities during round one of distribution this 
year. The figure — which equals about $230,000 for Agawam 
— reflects a dramatic increase over last year’s 26.83 percent 
match and the expected 22 match for this year. 

Planning officials are moving forward with ideas for the 
Walnut Street Extension shopping area — including the for- 
mer Games and Lanes building — thanks to a Pioneer Valley 
Planning Commission Local Technical Assistance Grant. 
The plan, which includes 21 properties, is the second step 
in the town’s attempt to revitalize and develop the area. Cur-

December 

The Rev. Earl Eisenbach will retire as pas- 
tor of Agawam Congregational Church at the 
end of December. He recently celebrated 50 
years as a minister and 12 years as pastor. He 
and his wife, Barbara, will retire to Florida. 

One year after a woman gave birth to a 
baby girl on her bathroom floor, paramedics 
were given the chance to meet the life they 
helped to bring into the world. It was right 
around 2 a.m. when Johanna Searles felt the 
first pangs of labor Nov. 29, 2012, but she 
figured labor would be a lengthy experience. 
Just a few short hours later, however, at 4:51 
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a.m., Searles’ daughter, Emily, made her ap- 
pearance, right there on the floor of the bath- 
room. She was delivered by Agawam Fire 
Department Paramedics Paul Nicholson and 
Jordan Molta. On Nov. 29, Searles stopped 
by fire headquarters to pay a visit with her 
daughter, but only Molta was available. The 
Searles family — including husband Travis 
and Emily’s big brother, Jacob, 3 — paid a 
visit to Agawam Station Two in Feeding 
Hills to meet Nicholson. 

Just two days after MGM Resorts Inter- 
national announced it finalized the first sur- 
rounding community agreement for MGM 
Springfield with the town of Ludlow, offi- 
cials in Agawam announced that they, too, 
have signed an agreement. The agreement 
will guarantee payments totaling $2.37 mil- 
lion paid out over the course of 15 years.

rescued after being trapped in a fire in Scitu- 
ate. He spoke about how his training helped 
him to survive and how his fellow firefight- 
ers safely rescued him. 

Today’s firefighters do far more than fight 
fires. They are the first people called to re- 
spond to chemical and environmental emer- 
gencies ranging from the suspected presence 
of carbon monoxide to a gas leak. They may 
be called to rescue a child who has fallen 
through the ice or who has locked himself in 
a bathroom. They rescue people from stalled 
elevators and those who are trapped in ve- 
hicle crashes. They test and maintain their 
equipment, ranging from self-contained 
breathing apparatus to hydrants to hoses, 
power tools, and apparatus. 

At the Massachusetts Firefighting Acade- 
my they learn all these skills and more from 
certified fire instructors who are also expe- 
rienced firefighters. Students learn all the 
basic skills they need to respond to fires and 
to contain and control them. They are also 
given training in public fire education, haz- 
ardous material incident mitigation, flam- 
mable liquids, stress management, confined 
space rescue techniques, and rappelling. The 
intensive, nine-week program for municipal 
firefighters involves classroom instruction, 
physical fitness training, firefighter skills 
training and live firefighting practice. 

Starting with Class 200, the Massachu- 
setts Firefighting Academy changed its 
training format from 72 students in a 12- 
week program to a smaller class size of 24 
students that starts every three weeks. There 
are still 72 students on campus at any one 
time, but the smaller class size is expected 


to achieve time efficiencies without compro- 
mising learning, and improve education with 
smaller student/instructor ratios. 

Students receive classroom training in all 
basic firefighter skills. They practice first un- 
der non-fire conditions and then during con- 
trolled fire conditions. To graduate, students 
must demonstrate proficiency in life safety, 
search and rescue, ladder operations, water 
supply, pump operation, and fire attack. Fire 
attack operations range from mailbox fires 
to multiple-floor or multiple room structural 
fires. Upon successful completion of the Re- 
cruit Program all students have met national 
standards of National Fire Protection Asso- 
ciation 1001 and are certified to the level of 
Firefighter I and II, and Hazardous Materi- 
als First Responder Operational Level by the 
Massachusetts Fire Training Council, which 
is accredited by the National Board on Fire 
Service Professional Qualifications.

RMV restores license renewal reminders by mail 


REGION — MassDOT Registrar of Motor Vehicles Ra- 
chel Kaprielian announced birthday postcards started ap- 
pearing in mailboxes last month across the state to remind 
drivers whose licenses will expire to renew online or head to 
a branch for a new photo. 

“The Registry ended the license reminder service five 
years ago in a fiscal crunch; over time we have had to get 
creative and more cost effective in all aspects of our busi- 
ness,” said Registrar Kaprielian. “Now, supported by adver- 
tising dollars, we are proud to once again offer this service 
to our customers.” 

The birthday postcard is personalized in order to provide 
the customer with the most efficient service possible by re- 
laying one of two messages. The postcards will indicate if 
the driver is eligible to renew online at MassRMV.com or if 
it they must visit a branch. 

A Massachusetts license is valid for five years and there 
are 4.75 million active licensed drivers in the Common- 


wealth today. Based on renewal rates, the RMV will send out 
between 87,000 and 92,000 postcard reminders monthly. 

Every 10 years license holders need to visit one of 30 
RMV branches across Massachusetts, or one of the RMV’s 
partner AAA offices, to have a new license photo taken as 
part of their credential renewal. Drivers age 75 and older at 
the time of renewal are required to have the renewal transac- 
tion completed in a branch or AAA office. 

The end of the year is a busy time for the Registry; don’t 
wait until the last minute to renew. Drivers are encouraged to 
renew their license at least seven days prior to their birthday/ 
license expiration to ensure that they have their new license 
in hand before the old license expires. 

Moved recently? To guarantee the renewal postcard is sent 
to your correct address you will need to update the address 
you have on file with the Registry. You can update your ad- 
dress online; it is a free service at MassRMV.com.
